Crop Insurance 


Crop Insurance maintains cash flow to farmers when crop yields are reduced by 
uncontrollable natural hazards. Under the Crop Insurance Act of 1959, Agriculture Canada 
contributes financially to federally approved, provincially administered crop insurance 
plans. Depending on the terms of the agreements signed with individual provinces, the 
federal government may contribute 25% of the premium and 50% of the provincial 
administrative costs, or it may contribute 50% of the premium if the province pays all 
administrative costs. Farmers must also pay a share of the premium and they must decide 
individually whether to cover their crops.
